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Abstract 

The covert operations of the British Secret Service were a buttress methods for 
executing British Policy towards Egypt during the reign of Lord Cromer. 
Relying on recently released British official documents, this study is an attempt 
to unveil the operations of the British Secret Service in Egypt during the reign of 
Lord Cromer, its main aims, methods, agents, and the sources of financing these 
operations. 

This paper reveals a new facts concerning these covert operations. Apparently, 
these operations aimed mainly for constituting the British occupation and 
propagandizing its alleged merits among the Egyptians. Accordingly, this main 
aim could be carried out by applying the following policies: 

1 - Neutralizing the national movements in Egypt and Sudan (Orabiest and 

Mahdiest), by preventing these movements from gaining the public 
sympathy. The role of the Secret Service was essential particularly in 
recruiting agents to collect information regarding the sympathisers of these 
movements and the activities of its leaders. 

2 - Recognizing the value of Arabic language for the secret service operations 

and stressing the merits of teaching it as a main Subject of the Staff College 
curriculum. 

3- In trying to gain the Egyptian public opinions, British planners put a great 
emphasis on Arabic press in Egypt. Loyalty of some newspapers editors had 
been bought out and financial support had been given to some papers as a 
cost for publishing British propaganda. 

4 - Gathering information regarding the positions of some European powers 
towards British policy in Egypt. The British Secret Service scored a major 
triumph especially their success in recruiting the famous Reuters agent to 
serve their aims.

Sir E. Baring says: "The convenience of our not having a newspaper - 
especially an Arabic newspaper at our disposal here has often been 
recognized. The entire press is mostly in the hands of the French Syrians 
and others hostile to England. Our view of public questions is not 
properly put before the public ... the only paper we now subsidise is E1EI- 
I'lam. edited by Mohamed Bayram who was in London during the 
summer. To this paper we give some very small sum £25 a year if I 
recollect rightly .. Mr Bayram is a veiy high class Mohamedan, devoted 
to English interests. He (is) amongst the Ulema and the religious society 
of Cairo, by whom his paper is almost exclusively read... The class to 
which I allude above are very important and it is useful to us that should 
read Mr. Bayram's paper. I would not advice starting a new Arabic paper 
I think we had better work through the papers which are already in 
circulation ... on the whole I am inclined to think that the best plan would 
be to deal with the Egyptian Gazette... what I would propose for the 
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present is to get Mr. Philip to publish an Arabic section to his paper... 
gave him £100 down to cover the expenses of typing ... etc., and his 
monthly subsidy of £25. I now write to ask for authority to arrange 
this.. .etc."

Mr. de Rueter, (Head of Rueters agent at London) wrote: 

"About a week ago I communicated to our representative in Paris a 
conversation that recently took place amongst some statesmen and 
foreign diplomatists in St. Petersburg on the Egyptian Question, when it 
was suggested that there was ground for believing that Great Britain 
might be disposed to compromise the Egyptian Question with reference 
to France and Russia by ceding the neutralisation of the Suez Canal and 
allowing forts to be built at either end, Great Britain, however, continuing 
to occupy Egypt. 1 asked our Agent to ascertain, and he acordingly called 



on Monsieur Regnault, - Monsieur Hanotaux at the time being occupied, - 
who, with Monsieur Marcel, holds the highest post in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs under Monsieur Hanotaux. 

Our agent writes:- 

'From the outset Monsieur Regnault paid the" greates attention to what I 
said, and I had hardly "finished when he asked me whether such, a 
concession "would be considered in England as a final settlement" of the 
Egyptian Question. "We hardly think this possible", he added. This is 
evidently meant to be the "first instalment towards the final settlement of 
the question". At present its task is most difficult, for on one side of "the 
channel the smallest concession would be considered "a humiliation, and 
on the other nothing less than an "immediate evacuation would be 
thought sufficient, etc."
